POPE CONDEMNS NUDISM 
AS HORRIBLE BLASPHEMY 


Deals Severely With Topic In 
Annual Address I o 
Lenten Preachers

VATICAN CITY, Mar. 6—T h e cult 
of nudism was condem ne d as a “ h o r­ 
rible bla sphem y ” by Rope Pious XI. 
today. 


The Pontiff of the Roman Catholic 
Church dealt very severely with the 
topic he has chosen for discussion. He 
characterized it as distortion of P a g a n ­ 
i s t s practices an d 
threw 
the 
full 
weight of his vigorous personality iuto 
its condemnation. 


Pope Pious took cognizance of the 
spreading cult in delivering his annual 
address to Lenten preach ers a n d cu ­ 
rates now gath ered in Rome. Without 
preamble he called atten tion to the 
p a g a n i s t s life of modernistic pleas ure 
seekers and castigated the “ horrible 
cult of nudity and sham ele ss ness of 
modern nudists." 


“ This," he said, “ is a horrible blas­ 
phemy. Nudism existed iii ancient Pa­ 
ganism. but even then it existed only 
in art. It has not been tr ue that p a g a n ­ 
i s t s nudism existed in actual life, nor 
was it custom ary in ancient Rome oi 
Greece." 


The Pope also ann ou nced a specia 
day for world prayer for the r e s t o r a ­ 
tion of "injur ies to God” by Atheists 
and for their conversion. These p r a y ­ 
ers will be said on Passion Sunday, 
April 7th. The Pontiff will participate 
in a special ceremon y at St. P e t e r ’s 
Church.

Lloyd George is at the moment one 
of the flies in the Government's o in t­ 
ment, but there is a definite movem ent 
to make him a m em ber of the Cabinet. 
Unofficially, he has been ap pro ach ed 
by certain Conservatives to see what 
he thinks about it, and it is u n d e r ­ 
stood that he would not refuse an in ­ 
vitation to return to W hit eh all—u n d e r 
ertain conditions.
